Mr. Frank W. Maiming, Chief Invest/gator for Attorney 
General Jack P. F. Grcmilllon of Louisiana, has advised a repre- 
sentative of tills Bureau that he has been extremely concerned over 
the activities of New Orleans District Attorney James C. Garrison. 

He stated Garrison has absolutely no basis for his present publicity • J 
stunt In claiming tha\ he has reason to believe Oswald acted as a 
part of a conspiracy In the assassination. Manning stated Garrison - • 
Is a "psychopath" who has to have publicity, otherwise he falls into 
"fits of moodiness and depression. " Manning commented that he 
felt Garrison's activities, unless stopped and exposed, are damaging ; 
tp the FBI and likely to hurt the entire country.

J Manning alleged that several years ago he conducted an 

extensive investigation of Garrison with reference to the prosecution 
of Garrison for defamation which was handled by Attorney General 
Grenillllon. ne advised GrcmllUon obtained a conviction of Garrison, 
but the United States Supreme Court reversed the case. Manning 
commented that he would be glad to make his entire file available- 
to the FBI on a confidential basis and that ho Is convinced this file
